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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Clunie-1 does not teaches 
an XML builder that is configured to effect a direct mapping of each DICOM attribute into a corresponding XML element independent of the 
XML document-type-definition. 

This is not persuasive. Specifically on page 309, Clunie-1 teaches transform a DICOM-SR document into an XML document by mapping 
every attribute of a DICOM into an equivalent XML element tag. Page 344, Clunie-1 teaches "XML Encoded SR" coupled between the 
"DICOM Encoded SR" and "XSL-T Transform Engine". This inherently discloses that the XML must be build/transform from the DICOM 
document. On page 31 , Clunie-1 teaches that an XML document can or cannot contains information according to a DTD (Clunie-1 , 
"Whether or not an XML document contains information according to a pre-defined structure and makes use of appropriate tags (i.e. is 
"valid") is defined in its DTD (Document Type Definition), if present"). Therefore Clunie-1's teaching perfectly matches to what applicants 
claimed. 
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
